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Appointment of Schoolteachers 

1. Graduates of the two-year Paedagogic Institute can be used as tasehera xsp 
to the first grade of the Qymnasitaa, The Russian language is taught in the 
Paedagogic Institute and in the Qjraimsia. 


2. For anyone to be appointed a teacher in a school the following things are 
necessary: 


a. He must get a certificate from the Organlzata Baze of his Tillage cer- 
tifying that he ie a *good man% interested in his work, and comes from 
a lower social class. 

b c If the candidate is a member of the Ckanxnuniat Party of Albania 3 the 
above certificate is given to him personally. If he is not a member, 
the certificate 1b sent by messenger from the Organ! zata Baz© to the 
Komiteti of the District. 


c. The candidate wishing to be appointed teacher submits his application 
for appointment to the Komitet of the District together with the cer- 
tificate from the Organ! zata Base if he has received it 0 To the appli- 
cation he attaches his school diploma* 


d. The candidate is examined by a physician to determine whether he is 

mentally sound and free from communicable disease. The physician issues 
him a certificate of health. 


®. The candidate requests a certificate from the bureau of vital, statistics 
of the Lokalitet to which his village belongs. 

f . The various documents are submitted to the Koaitet of the District. 

Two weeks later an, answer in writing ia sent to the candidate if hi® 
appointment has beep approved. If his appointment is not approved, he 
does not receive ary answer.

8* SnrolluBnt In the Youth Organisation ms made after a meeting of all the 
pupils of the school* This meeting was colled by the Leader of the Youth c 
Be had a list with the names of students who were ^nvited to enroll in the 
Youth Organisation* He compiled this list on the basis of biographical data 
on each pupil and his family. 

9* At the sac© ting of the students th© Leader of the Youth read off the names

b. Secret voting by all the students for a ticket which contains the names 
of .the eight selected above, through a show of hands. In this case, 
each student marks the nm® of only one of the eight members. Then the 
votes are counted, and the one who receives the most votes becomes the 
Leader, the. second becomes Secretary and so on,

school all the students are gathered together- once m urlce a week for three 
to four hours in 'the afternoon* During this meeting the theories of 0cm- 
ananifla are explained* . The activities of Stalin* Lenin* etc., are ortcaled. 
Whenever there is a Soviet holiday there is an afternoon- -meting to explain 
the meaning and occasion of the holiday and what it means t© mankind,. On 
the anniversary of the October Revolution there are pictures of Stalin on 
all the walls and there are signs posted giving slogans in favor of Albanian- 
Soviet friendship. The October Revolution celebration lasted for a month.. 



15* The basic monthly salary for a teacher in an e.lamentupy wheel in 3,500 lek,. 

From this, however,, tbsro art 1 deductions made for the teacher # a retirement 
fund # the Albanian Red Cross, and for the Albanian Gevermenf^. This last 
tax amounts ’ to one month 3 s salary per year, and to meet it a deduction is 
made from each months salary,, The total deduction amounts to 550 l&k per 
month , 
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
